CARTER REITERATES U.S. POSITION ON TRAN-IRAQ CONFLICT 
OW250304 Beijing XINHUA in English 0236 GMT 25 Sep 80 


[Text] Washington, September 24 (XINHUA)--U.S. President Carter re 
iterated today that there should be “absolutely no interference by any 
other nation” in the conflict between Iran and Iraq and called for a 
negotiated settlement. 


In a special statement issued here this afternoon, he said that the 
fighting "represents a danger to the peace and stability of the 
region." "It should be promptly terminated. Any grievances between 
Iran and Iraq should be settled at the negotiating table and not on 
the battlefield.” 


Carter's remarks reportedly reflected a deepening concern over the 
Soviet Union's readiness to rush an additional large quantity of weapons 
and supplies to the region. 


He repeated that the United States has "not been and will not become 
involved in the conflict between Iran and Iraq.” 


The United States "strongly supports" both the statement made by the 
secretary-general of the United Nations and also by the president of 
the U.N. Security Council to bring this fighting to a prompt end and 
to obtain a negotiated settlement, he said. 


Carter e'so warned that the strategic Persian Gulf must he kept open, 
"Freedom of navigation in the Persian Gulf is of primary importance 
to the whole international community. It is imperative that there be 
no infringement cf that freedom of passage of ships to and from the 
Persian Gulf region," he said. 


The statement came after the president, who was fr-sh from a two-day 
west coast campaign trip, met this morning with his principal 
advisors at the White House to assess the crisis in the Persian Gulf 
and discuss U.S. policy considerations and decisions in the area. 





Secretary of State Edmund Muskie was recalled from New York, where he 
had been attending seasions of the United Nationa and had consulted 
with a number of foreign ministers in the last several day,. Carter 
himeelf is also in contact with other nations through U.S. embassies 
abroad and directly between him and the leaders of some of those 
nations. “We will continue to work vigorously with as many nations 

as possible and also with international institutions who seek as we do, 
a speedy end to the conflict,” he said, 


Speaking of the American hostages held in Iran, the president said that 
the United States will "continue our work for their prompt and safe 
release and we continue to hold the Government of Iran responsible 

for the safety and the well-being of the American hostages.”

WESTERN PRESS REACTION TO MIDEAST CRISIS REPORTED

[Text} Beijing, September 24 (XINHUA)--Western press has expressed 
concern that the Iranian-Iraqi conflict might create an opportunity 
for the Soviet Union to intervene in the Gulf region and could 
seriously affect oil supplies to the West. 


THE NEW YORK TIMES said editorially yesterday that it has been feared 
for months that "problems in the Persian Gulf could provide the 
Soviet Union with new opportunities to gain influence in the region" 
and now the conflict between Iran and Iraq has created “increased 
opportunities for Soviet encroachment on the Persian Gulf region.” 


The conflict caused such instability that "the Soviet Union might be 
tempted to intervene in Iran as it has in the past,” it noted. 


An AFP report from Paris said that Western embassies feared that 
escalation of the conflict might "give the Soviet Union a long-sought 
excuse to step in at the heart of Western oil supplies” and “that is 
why Western governments are following with such concern the develop- 
ment of a conflict whose implications go far further than the two 
countries concerned.” 


The WALL STREET JOURNAL said yesterday that the conflict "is raising 
concern that the fighting could escalate out of control, endangering 
Western oil supplies and providing new opportunities for Soviet gains 
in the Persian Gulf region." 


"What makes the latest Iraqi-Iranian fighting particularly threatening 
is its intensity and the growing potential for Soviet involvement," it 
said. 


It said “since last spring, the Soviets have stead ly improved their 
ability to capitalize on turmoil in the region by building up their 

forces, near the Iranian border" and the presence of Moscow's forces 
“increases Russian ability to respond to any development.” 














lt also said “the more immediate concern is that the fighting might 
jeopardize the 3.5 million barrels of oil a day the two countries are 
exporting to the West and significant loss of production from Iran and 
Iraq could bring still higher world ofl] prices." 


A NEW YORK POST editorial yesterday said "the Russians have not only 
invaded Afghanistan, but have now deployed half of the Red Army unite 
in western Afghanistan along the Iranian border. Is this, in turn, 
to fulfill the rights of intervention they claim to hold under a 

1921 treaty." 


The British DAILY MAIL expressed concern thet "the Iraqis and the Iranians 
are Sombing each other's oil installations aid, much more worrying, 

if he war does continue to escalate, there ‘s the threat of tanker 

t: fic through the Straits of Hormu., the oil jugular to the West.” 


The LONDON TIMES in an editorial yesterday hoped "the Arab nations 
and the West have a common interest in stopping the fighting at the 
earliest opportunity.”

WEST CALLS FOR NEGOTIATIONS IN IRAQI=-IRANIAN CONFLICT

[Text] Beijing, September 25 (XINHUA)--The French Government yesterday 
called on the great powers to show "great restraint" toward the )raqi- 
lranian conflict in order to favor a political settlement, according to 
reports reaching here. 


After a cabinet meeting, presidential spokesman Jean-Marie Poirier said, 
"France takes note that the difference at the root of this confronta- 
tion is strictly bilateral. France ‘onsiders that it should be the 
object of a political settlement." 





British Foreign Secretary Lord Carrington, in an address to the U.N. 
General Assembly on September 23, noted, "Iran and Iraq are now in a 
state of undeclared war." 


He said he shared U.N. Secretary-General Kurt Waldheim's fear that the 
conflict "could have serious and unpredictable consequences, and I echo 
his call for the utmost restraint, for an immediate end to the fighting 
and for a negotiated settlement." 


Meanwhile, the Italian Government said in a statement that it was follow- 
ing the escalation of the hostilities between Iran and Iraq with "the 
greatest concern.” The statement appealed to the two warring states 

to cease hostilities and create conditions for negotiation. 


An Australian Fores -n Ministry spokesman said on the same day, "Australia 
is extremely conce.uved at the developments but also notes that the 
superpowers have adopted a restrained approach and we hope this will 
continue.” 


The secretariat of the Organization for Petroleum Exporting Countries 
stressed in a statement yesterday, “we strongly appeal for an end of 

the hostilities so that Iran and Iraq, betn foundiug members of OPEC, 
may devote all their resources to the well-being of their people." 
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UN SECURITY COUNCTL URGES END TO IRAQ-IRAN CONFLICT

[Text] United Nations, September 24 (XINHUA)--The U.N. Security Council 
last night appealed to the governments of Iran and Iraq to immediately 
end their fighting and settle their dispute peacefully. 


The appeal was contained in a statement issued by security council 
president Taieb Slim of Tuntcia after the council's urgent "informal 
consultations on the extremely serious situation prevailing between 
[ran and Iraq" at the request -f U.N. Secretary-General Kurt Waldheim. 
The appeal was adopted without a vote. 


The statement said the members of the security council "have taken note 
of the sharp deterioration in relations and the escalation in armed 
activity leading to loss of life and heavy material damage" and "are 
deeply concerned that this ccuflict can prove increasingly serious and 
could pose a grave threat to international peace and security. 


"The members of the security council welcome and fully support the 
appeal of the secretary-general, addressed to both parties on 
September 22 1980, as well as the offer that he has made of his good 
offices to resolve the present conflict." 


The statement appealed "to the governments of Iran and Iraq, as a 
first step towards a solution of the con lict, to desist from all 
armed activity and all acts that may vo sen the present dangerous 
situaticn and to settle their dispute by peaceful means."

He urged the parties to the conflict to heed the appeals of the United 
Nations and called upon all states to abstain from any action that might 
ageravate the current situation. 


Norwegian Ambassador Ole Algard eaid the war between Iraq and Iran was 
4 matter of the gravest concern to all, 


The security council should adopt a resolution calling upon the govern- 
ments of Iraq and Iran to take forthwith 411 measures for an immediate 
ceasefire and to initiate negotiations, he said.

|\Text) Beijing, September 27 (XINHUA)--Anxiety over the Iraq-Iran 
hostilities is mounting in those Western countries which depend on the 
ateady flow of Middle Bast ofl for their survival. They are deeply 
concerned with the safe paseage for ofl tankers through the Strait °f 
Hormuz, the gateway of the Persian Gulf. 


iran and Iraq used to be two key ofl exporters in the Middle East. 
However, owing to the upheaval since epring last year, Iran's daily 
oil output had dropped from six million barrels to 1.5 million and ite 
average daily export to about 700,000 barrels by the time of the out- 
break of the current conflict. 


Iraq produced 3.5 million barrels a day before the conflict and has 
been the second largest ofl exporter next to Saudi Arabia only in 
the Organization of Petroleum Exporting Countries as well as in the 
world. it exported three million barrels a day, two-thirds of which 
passed through the Persian Gulf. 


Owing to the raging conflict, the ofl supply from the two countries has 
practically come to a halt. Economists estirited that the present oi! 
stocks in the West stood at five to six billion barrels which can last 
three to five months, and that other major producers could help by 
boosting their output when necessary. So there is no immediate danger 
of an oil crunch. 


However, the Internatione! Energy Agency has pointed out that France, 
italy, Spain and’ Japan are likely to be the hardest hit among its 
member nations if the of] flow from Iran and Iraq is interrupted for a 
long period by the war. 


What worries the West most is the safe passage of oil through the Strait 
of Hormuz. Of the nearly 5O million barrels consumed by the Western 
countries and Japan each day, 40 per cent came through the strait. 

And oil shipped from the Persian Gulf accounts for 80 per cent of Japan's 
oil imports and 60 per cent of France's. 











On September 24, the nine foreign ministers of the Buropean Economic 
Community and the spokesman of the Franch president issued statements, 
all stressing the utmost importance to the community of nations of 

free passage for ehipa in the Gulf, Chancellor Helmut Schmidt of the 
Federal Republic of Germany said yesterday that his government would use 
all ite influence to keep the vital Persian Gulf open for navigation.

[Text] Washington, September 26 (XINHUA)--The United States has of fered 
to host a meeting with ite major allies to discuss wave of minimizing 
the economic effects of the Iraq-Iran conflict on international shipping 
and world petroleum markets, White House press secretary Jody Powell 
eaid today. 


No euch meeting hase been set, he said. But the United States is willing 
to host such a meeting if that meeting "should seem desirable.” 


A brief statement issued by the White House said that the idea emerged 
after President Jimmy Carter and State Secretary Edmund Muskie "have 
exchanged views over the past several days with key friends and allies 
on a wide range of issues related to the conflict between Iran and Iraq." 


The statement did not mention the countries to the meeting. But those 
consulted are reported to have included Japan, Britain, France, the 
Federal Republic of Germany and Italy. 


The oil export cut-off from Iran and Iraq is a cause of immediate concern 
to the United States and its allies although the former is affected 
indirectly. They are even more worried that the worsening conflict 
could lead to cuts in the flow of of] from the other Persian Gulf 
producers. 


More than 18 million barrels of crude oil move through the Strait of 
Hormuz a day--roughly 40 percent of all the oil imported by Western 
nations. For Japan, it is 20 percent and for the United States 11-13 per- 
cent.

[Text] Beijing, September 27 (XINHUA)--Indian Prime Minister Indira Gandhi 
and the visiting Yugoslav Executive Council President Veselin Djuranovic 
expressed concern at the Iran-Iraq conflict, according to a New Delhi 
report. 


V. Djuranovic who arrived [in] New Delhi on September 26, held talks 

on the same day with Mrs. Gandhi on the Gulf conflict and the situation 
in Afghanistan and Kampuchea. They hoped that the non-aligned nations 
would make constructive efforts towards reducing tension and creating 
conditions for peaceful resolution of problems. 


They agreed that the two countries should work together to strengthen 
the non-aligned movement and preserve its unity. They expressed 
concern over the global economic crisis and stressed the need for 
greater solidarity and cooperation among non-aligned and developing 
countries in solving their economic difficulties. 


Speaking at a banquet given in his honour by Indira Gandhi, Djuranovic 
expressed the hope that Iran and Iraq would end their conflict and seek 
a peaceful solution to the controversial questions by political means 
proceeding from the principles of the policy of non-alignment and the 
United Nations Charter. 


He told the Indian NATIONAL HERALD that non-aligned countries must not 
remain a detached observer in the present-day tense situation but 
should face challenges and develop their activities regardless of 
differences in views."

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JAPAN APPEALS FOR END TO IRAQI-TRANIAN CONFLICT

[Text] Beijing, September 25 (XINHUA)--Japanese Prime Minister Zenko 
Suzuki was reported today to have appealed for an immediate end to 
the hostilities between Iran and Iraq, as hundreds of Japanese workers 
were preparing to leave a bombed petrochemical complex in south Iran, 
according to news reports received here. 


Japanese acting foreign minister Kiichi Miyazawa told a Diet sommittee 
that Japan would seek the help of Islamic countries to arrange an early 
end to the conflict. He added that Japan would also ask both the 
Soviet Union and the United States to refrain from intervening in the 
dispute. 


In Baghdad, a British Embassy spokesman said today that ambassadors of 
West European countries in the Iraqi capital had met and planned 
concerted evacuation of their citizens in Iraq. 


The Emir of Kuwait, Sheikh Jabir al-Ahmad Al-Sabah, had a telephone 
conversation with Iraqi President Saddam Husayn today. They discussed 
the possibility of convening an emergency meeting of Arab and Islamic 
foreign ministers. 


King Khalid of Saudi Arabia telephoned President Husayn today that his 
kingdom stood by the side of Iraq “in its pan-Arab battle and conflict 
with the Persians, the enemies of the Arab nation,” according to an 
Iraqi News Agency report.

TOGO, NIGER PRESIDENTS URGE END TO TRAN-IRAQ WAR

[Text] Beijing, September 27 (XINHUA)--Gnassingbe Eyadema, president 
of Togo, and Sesui Kountche, head of state of Niger, have cabled 
Iranian President Abolhasan Bani-Sadr and Iraqi President Saddam Husayn 
calling on them to end the armed conflict. 


President Eyadema's cable dated yesterday says: "No matter what is the 
result of the conflict, the two belligerent parties and the communities 
to which they belong would be harmed and weakened and the only victors 
are the merchants of arms." "The conflict can only pave the way for 
foreign interference and bring harmful results," it adds. 


"We are deeply convinced that dialogue is the only way to protect the 
genuine interests of the two countries and to save the future," the 
cable said. 


President Eyadema hoped that his appeal would help bring a peaceful 
solution to the disputes. 


Niger head of state Kountche, in a cable to the presidents of Iran and 
Iraq on September 25, expressed his concern over the conflict between 
the two countries and urged them to come to an immediate ceasefire

(Text) Beijing, September 20 (XINHUA)--Singapore and Kuwait today 
"expressed grave concern over the open foreign armed interventions 
in the two non-aligned countries in Asia, namely Kampuchea and 
Afghanistan," and called for an "immediate, total and unconditional 
withdrawal of foreircn forces" from the two countries in accordance 
with the relevant U.N. resolution, according to reports reaching 
here from Singapore. 


This is contained in a joint statement issued at the end of a three- 
day visit to Singapore by the Amir of Kuwait, Shaykh Jabir al-Ahmad 
al-Jabir al-Sabah. 


The statement said the two sides "further stressed the need for the 
peoples of the two countries to determine their future without foreign 
interference, coercion and intimidation." 


They “reaffirmed the important role played by the Association of 
Southeast Asian Nations (ASEAN) in promoting regional cooperation in 
Southeast Asia, in the spirit of equality anc mutual respect, towards 
preservation of peace, prosperity and progress in the region," the 
statement said. 


The two sides also stressed the need for non-aligned countries to re- 
double their efforts to strengthen international peace and security. 


On the Middle East situation, the statement said no just and durable 
peace can be echieved without a total withdrawal from territories 
occupied by Israel since June 1967 including East Jerusalem, and the 
restoration of the inalienable rights of the Palestiuian people. 


The two countries reiterated their support for the establishment of a 
zone of peace in the Indian Ocean and noted that the security of the 
Gulf area should be left to the Gulf states themselves. 


The two sides expressed the desire to further strengthen the bonds of 
bilateral friendship and cooperation in various fields. The Kuwaiti amir 
left Singapore for home today after his five-Asian-nation tour including 
Pakistan, Bangladesh, India and Malaysia.

STALEMATED EUROPEAN SECURITY CONFERENCE REPORTED

[Text] Madrid, 24 Sep (XINHUA)--The prepacatory session for the followup 
European security conference has entered the third week since it was 
opened in Madrid on 9 September. The session's discussion on the 
schedule for the followup conference in November has, in fact, been 
stalemated because the Soviet Union has done its utmost to prevent the 
creation of a situation in which the Western nations will condemn 

Soviet invasion of Afghanistan and persecution of political dissidents 

at the conference. 





The aim of the preparatory session is to map out the schedule and agenda 
for the formal conference in November. Since it will be the first 
meeting between the East and the West since Soviet invasion of 
Afghanistan, the United States intends to demand an explanation from the 
Soviet Union on its persecution of political dissidents and its invasion 
of Afghanistan and to protest Soviet jamming of Western radio broadcasts. 
On the other hand, TASS commentaries have condemned the U.S. discrimina- 
tory policy toward the Soviet Union in foreign trade and declared that 
the “economic sanction" against the Soviet Union violates the spirit of 
Helsinki. 


As soon as the preparatory session began, the two rivals entered into 

a dispute over the schedule for the conference. The Western nations 
insisted that the schedule should be discussed and arranged on the basis 
of the yellow paper adopted by the 1977 followup conference in Belgrade. 
According to the guidelines of the Belgrade vellow paper, each European 
security conference should--during the political debate--thoroughly 
inspect the implementation of the final document of the Helsinki 
conference and set a specific time and place for the next conference, 

as well as discuss the continuity of the conference. 


In order to avoid the predicament of beirg condemned, the Soviet Union 
has tried by hook and by crook to obstruct the discussion of the schedule 
for the conference based on the yellow paper. According to Western 
officials, the Soviet delegation wants to limit the political debate at 
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the conference to 3 weeks and demands that once the political debate is 
over, the conference should immediately discuss new proposals on 
cooperation so that the Soviet Union could peddle its pet projects on 
“cooperation,” “disarmament,” and so forth, 


Owing to the Soviet Union's tough stand, no progress has been made 
since the start of the session. As the session entered into its second 
week, Spain, the host nation, made a verbal motion on 15 September in 
order to break the stalemate. The motion, which called for half of 

the time of the conference to be devoted to a debate of essential 
political issues, received the immediate support of the Western nations. 
Then, tue Hungarian delegation also submitted a motion written in 
Russian on the question of the schedule, calling for reducing as much 
as possible the time to be spent on political debate. The Soviet 
delegation endorsed the motion right away and called it a "positive" 
move, Obviously, the Soviet side Selieved that if the motion was 
approved, it could avoid the plight of being condemned. Thereupon, 
both sides engaged in a dispute over the two motions. 


On 23 September, the Czechoslovak delegate submitted a proposal written 
in Russian for "replacing the Belgra’e yellow paper," saying that the 
debate should be limited to a week and that the questicn of the 
continuity of the European security conference not be discussed at all 

at the debate. The U.S. delegation has called the proposal unacceptable. 





After a week of argument, a proposal by Yugoslavia was finally adopted 
on the morning of 22 September. That is, first the European security 
conference should be held at the level of “state representat {ves''--that 
is, delegates should be foreign ministers--and second, the European 
security conference should be continued. This proposal has so far been 
the most important achievement of the session. 


In a word, since the preparatory session was opened on 9 September, the 
participants have agreed on nothing except the level of delegates 
attending the conference. Diplomatic circles in Madrid believe that, 
should the Soviet Union insist on the Czechoslovak proposal, the prepara- 
tion session will be completely paralyzed. However, both rivals are 
expecting to gain something from the conference and for the moment at 
least, do not want to call off the session.

EEC FOREIGN MINISTERS HIT USSR, SRV FOR INVASIONS

[Text] United Nations, September 24 (XINHUA)--Speaking at the U.N. 
General Assembly today, EEC foreign ministers stressed that the with- 
drawal of Soviet and Vietnamese aggressor troops from Afghanistan and 
Kampuchea is an indispensable condition for the solution of problems 
of the two invaded nations. 


Gaston Thorn, vice president and minister for foreign affairs of 
Luxembourg, in his speech on behalf of the European Economic Community, 
observed that the invasion of Afghanistan and Kampuchea constituted 

a flagrant violation of the principle of the U.N. Charter, that is the 
right of peoples to self-determination and the principle of non- . 
intervention in the internal affairs of another state. 


He censured the invading countries "which take advantace of their military 
superiority in order to establish their spheres of influence, even at the 
risk of jeopardizing peace and stability." 


He said the withcrawal of the Vietnamese troops occupying Kampuchean 
territory was ar indispensable condition for a solution of the Kampuchean 
problem, "which should be based upon the existence of an independent and 
neutral Cambodia, with a genuinely representative government." 


On Afghanistan, he said, the nine members of the EEC once again hoped 
that “it will be possible to avoid the indefinite continuation of this 
particularly cruel war through a solution in keeping with the resolu- 
tion by our assembly providing for the withdrawal of Soviet troops and 
the free exercise by the Afghan people of their right to determine 
their own future." 


French Foreign Minister Jean Francois-Poncet stated that the Soviet 
military intervention in Afghanistan was unacceptable and that no 
security considerations can justify such action. 


He pointed out that the first obstacle to the solution of the Afghanistan 


issue was the intervention of a foreign army and this obstacle must be 
removed. 
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He stressed that the military occupation of Kampuchea by Vietnam had 
to end and agreement be reached if Kampuchea was to re-emerge free, 
peaceful and neutral, 


Lord Carrington, secretary of state for foreign and commonwealth affairs 
of Britain, said, "Let there be a political solution--a solution which 
will remove Soviet forces from Afghanistan, restore to the people of 
that country their sovereignty and their independence and enable them 
to choose for themselves how they shall be governed," 


"Tens of thousands of Soviet troops remain in Afghanistan. But they have 
failed to subjugate the people of Afghanistan,” he added. 


He stressed that there could not be a political solution without the 
withdrawal of all foreign forces from Kampuchea. 


The foreign ministers of Italy, Denmark and West Germany also deplored 
the -rmed invasion of Afghanistan and Kampuchea, They emphasized that 
an. ‘tical solution must be based on the withdrawal of foreign 
aggi. sor troops from the two countries and the exercise of the right 
of the Afghan and Kampuchean people .o self-determination.

Speaking at the U.N. General Assembly today, Hans-Dietrich Genscher, 
minister for foreign affairs of the Federal Republic of Germany, 
appealed tc "those involved not to add yet another conflict to those 
already existing in the Middle East but to sit down at the negotiatirg 
table." 


He also appealed to all states "to exercise the greatest restraint so 
as to prevent the conflict from spreading." 


Lord Carrington, British secretary of state for foreign commonwealth 
affairs, remarked yesterday that the United Nations surely could not 
afford to ignore the grave situation which had developed between two 
of its member states, Iraq and Iran. 


He called for utmost restraint, an immediate end to the fighting and a 
negotiated settlement.

[Text] Budapest, 22 Sep--According to local newapaper report, the 
Hungarian Government recently adopted a decree stipulating that commer-~ 
cia! enterprises are allowed to establigh emall-scale retail trade and 
food service stores with only a few staff members and workers, 


The decree stipulates: the etaff members and workers of the stores can 
be from the same family, but the leaders of the stores must be selected 
from among the staff membere and workers of their own enterprises who 
are willing to accept offere for such jobs. The stores’ equipment is 
owned by the enterprises, but their operations are independent and their 
recounting separate. The enterprises and the store leaders are required 
to sign contracts ‘n accordance with the stipulations of the civil law. 
Contracts should stipulate that the stores will turn over a definite 
amount of profits to the enterprises and pay other expenditures with 
their incomes as well. The stores may distribute all the profite 

left over after deducting the aforesaid expenditures to their staff 
members and workers without limite, provided that tax regulations are 
observed. 


The reports said: Such operating methods are conducive to the enhance- 
ment of the quality of service, the attraction of customers, the improve- 
ment of work efficiency and the implementation of convenient and economic 
operations. Besides, the operating time of these stores will also 
better meet the needs of the local residents. 


This new operating method will be gradually implemented by the retail 
business and food service trade beginning 1 January 1981.

MEXICAN, VENEZUELAN LEADERS ON TRAN-IRAQ CONFLICT

In a reference to the conflict between the two mideast countries, Mexican 
Foreign Secretary Jorge Castaneda said in New York that an end must 

be put to the hostile actions and peaceful means should be explored to 
resolve the conflict. He called on the U.N. Security Council to act 

to stop this conflict. 





Political figures in Venezuela regarded the Iranian-Iraqi conflict as a 
menace to world peace. They expressed opposition to any interference 
by big powers. Venezuela's independent parliamentarian Rumulo Henriquez 
told the Spanish News Agency, EFE, yesterday that the world is expecting 
the strong powers not to meddle in the dispute. He said he stood for 

a cease-fire between the two warring nations in an effort to arrive at 
an agreement through negotiations. Former Foreign Minister Aristides 
Carvani viewed the fighting between the two OPEC member countries as 
“extremely dangerous.” If the conflict continues, he said, it will 
bring real problems to the world's oil supplies and may lead to a 
bigger war.

[Text] From just the Sino-U.S. agreement on purchasing U.S. military 
technology and equipment, one can at least see the following three 
serious questions: 


1, Comparing the lists of U.S. military equipment ordered for our 
country and Taiwan, we can immediately see that our country has been 
placed in an unequal position. In fact, the United States only agreed 
to sell to our country some ground and air transport means and some 
obsolete military equipment. At the same time, it declared that it 
would not sell any offensive weapons to China. However, U.S. imperialism 
signed a new arms sales agreement with the Kuomintang, supplying Taiwan 
with new powerful modern offensive weapons and military technology, such 
as (?F-S medium-range fighters, Falcon antiaircraft missiles, a rew type 
of ship-to-air missile, two antitank missiles, a fire control system for 
naval vessels, a new type of electronic spy system, 70-mm rapid firing 
guns) and other modern U.S. weapons. Many of these weapons are not 
possessed by our army. We do have some of the weapons mentioned, but 
they are inferior in performance to those sold by the United States to 
Taiwan. 


2. According to the agreement, our country must supply at fixed prices 
large quantities of titanium, (?vanadium), (?tantalum) and other rare 
metals for a long period. This deal is obviously not in our favor. 
There are very great demands for these rare metals on the international 
market, and their prices are constantly increasing. Why should our 
country commit itself to supply the United States these valuable 
strategic commodities at fixed prices for a long period? Obviously 

the condition imposed on us by the United States will cost us dearly in 
lost foreign exchange. 


3. Owing to the many commitments Comrade Deng Xiaoping had made to the 
United States previously, our country's representatives were seriously 
fettered in negotiating the agreement with the U.S. side. Particularly 
when Vice Chairman Deng held talks with U.S. Defense Secretary Brown

Secretary lan Gilmour attended the meeting. 


Mre. Thatcher told reportere after the summit that the two sides had 
made “considerable advances" during their talke and their discussions 
were “a great advantage” for both sides to get to know each other's 
position on major international issues. 


Mre Thatcher said both she and Giscard d'Estaing agreed that relations 
with the Soviet Union could not be normal as long as Soviet troops stil! 
occupied Afghanistan. "We are very, very firm about that” and “we must 
make that very clear when we meet in Madrid,” she said. 


President Giscard d'Fetaing said both sides had “similar or converging 
views” on al! issues discussed, He also said he had been encouraged by 
Britain to pursue efforts to end the anomaly of Europe plaving a 
relatively minor role in world affairs. 


Mre Thatcher left Paris for Bordeaux to attend the firaet meeting of the 
Franco-British council in the evening. In her speech at the meeting 
she atrongiv condemned the Soviet Union for its military occupation 

of Afghanistan. She pointed out that “the Soviet Government appears 

to regard ‘orce as the beet card left in their hand.” 
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Sounding a warning on dangers posed by the Soviet Union, she said "those 
of us whe live in Western Furepe cannet ipnore the menacing accumula 
tion of modern weapons and highly trained soldiers deployed on our 
doorstep.”

A solution is essential, both for Greece's sake and for 
that of the rest of us in the alliance.” 


Prime Minister Thatcher appreciated the efforts of the Greek Covernment 

to modernize its armed forces “in view of the Soviet Union's massive 

military strength which is a visible menace to the balance of forces 

between East and West." “Britain has an important part to pley in ™ , 
its realization--both in supplying equipment and by encouraging closer 
co-operation between our armed forces and yours,” she said.

[Text] Accra, September 23 (XINHUA)--Initial results have been achieved 
in Ghana's economic recovery and development, said Amon Nikoi, Ghanaian 
minister of finance and economic planning during an interview with 
XINHUA correspondents on the eve of the first anniversary of the 

Third Republic of Ghana. 


September 24, 1979 was the day when the military rule came to an end 
and the civil system was restored in Ghana and the Third Republic 
was founded. At that time, the country faced problems of slow 
growth in industry and agriculture. Factories operated under capa- 
city. There was a shortage of food, with the main cash crop--cocoa 
production--declining markedly. In addition, trade deficits became 
larger and larger and inflation was runaway. 


On the present economic situation, Nikoi said: “The country's gross 
domestic product is expected to increase 2 per cent this year whereas 
there was no growth at all last year, this year's balance of payments 
is expected to have a surplus of 440 million cedis (one U.S. dollar 
equals 2.75 cedis).” He predicted, “the rate of economic growth may 
reach five per cent in the next three years, and the rate of inflation 
will stabilize around 20 per cent in the same period.” 


Referring to the measures the government will adopt to promote economic 
development, Nikoi said that the economic policy of the government 

will be carried out with a focus on agricultural production. The 
government will provide the farming community with seeds, seedlings, 
farm implements, spare parts for agricultural machinery and fertilizers 
in sufficient amounts to encourage production of food, raw materials 


and export crops. 


He also said that the government will promote the linkages between 
agriculture and industry so as to reduce her dependence on imported 
raw materials, fertilizers, weedicides and insecticides. 








He added that the short-term agricultural programme launched last May 
is expected to form a basia of sustained increase in output, Ghana 
has succeeded in clearing a large portion of ite accumulated trade 
arrears. She ia in a position to allocate more financial resources 


to import raw materials so as to increase capacity utilization of 
factories, he said, 


Referring to the proepecte of Ghana's economic development, he said: 
“The difficulties outlined above were created over a long period of 
time. We cannot hope to solve them overnight." "What we expect to see 
over the next two years is to boost production, particularly agricul- 


tural production, so as to create conditions for a sustained growth 
and development,” he added.

TURKISH PREMIER DISCUSSES NEW GOVERNMENT POLICY

Ulusu said that the government's economic and financial policies con- 
sisted of holding price rises at a reasonable level, checking infla- 
tion, using the country's resources in a most productive way and 
maintaining a process of sound, planned development. 


"Our major objective in national defense," the program says, “is to 
maintain, at the highest level, by making use of all available means, 
the fighting strength of the heroic Turkish armed forces." It points 
out that the armed forces are the backbone of the nation and the 
principal safeguard against the internal and external dangers confront- 
ing the country "located in the most sensitive region of the world." 


Education will have a special place in the economic, social and cultural 
policies of the government. 


On foreign policy, the program says: "Turkey's approach to the conflicts 
in the region will be based on such principles as that of justice and 
equity, the right of each nation to determine its own destiny and 
inadmissibility of acquisition of territory by the use of force." 

Turkey will continue its support to the just cause of the Palestine 
people, it says. 








The prime minister declared that Turkey's relations with the other member 
nations of NATO, first and foremost the United States, and with NATO 
iteclf would be developed further. He added that the government desired 
to strengthen friendly relations and close cooperation with all {ts 
neighbours and that special importance would be attached to the 
development of friendly relations with the Soviet Union. "Our relations 
with the European Economic Community will be directed towards Turkey's 
eventual attainment of its place within the community."

JAPAN-U.S. AUTO EXPORT PROBLEM REVIEWED

[Text] Washington, September 22 (XINHUA)--Japanese Foreign Minister 
Masayoshi Ito made it known at a press conference here today that 
Japanese auto export to the United States in the last quarter of 
this year is expected to be below the level of the corresponding 
period last year. 


He told the press that Japanese auto makers, after talks with the 
government, are expected to exercise restraint in their export to 
the United States. He added that the U.S. administration welcomed 
this development. 


Foreign Minister Ito arrived here on September 18 on his way to New York

Harold Brown, advisor to the president Zbignew Brzezinski, Secretary 

of Treasury Miller and members of the congress. 


They discussed the Asian situation, defense and bilateral economic 
problems and the discussions, according to Ito, were focussed on 
defense and Japanese auto export to the United States. Ito agreed 
to give “special treatment" to its defense budget. 


The United States now absorbs 20 per cent of Japanese auto output. 

It imported 1.3 million Japanese cars in the first half of 1980 

which is up 40 percent over the year before and maintains a 22 per cent 
share of the U.S. auto market. Last year Japan sent 6.7 billion dollars 
worth of cars to the U.S., 25 per cent of its total exports to the U.S. 


The automobile trade imbalance is a hot issue in U.S.-Japanese relations 
of trade which is now reaching 50 billion dollars each year. The 
continuing flood of Japanese automobiles and other imports into the 
United States came at a time domestic auto manufacturers have lost 
hundreds of millions of dollars and laid off more than a third of their 
work force. 
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Chrysler, recently rescued from bankruptcy by government intervention, 
announced it had lost 536 million dollare in the second quarter alone, 
Ford lost 468 million dollars in the same period, and General Motors 


loat 412 million dollara, these being the big three American auto 
manufacturers. 


Under growing pressure from representatives of the United Automobiie 
Workers, the U.S. adminietration seema to be digging in ite heels 
againet imported competitive Japanese automobiles. U.S. Secretary of 
Labor, Ray Marehall, warned Japanese auto makers when he was in Tokyo 
last month that continued etrong shipments of Japanese care to the 
United States could result in “a serious reaction.”

in all the modern civilized nations, politics is guided by political par- 
ties. This is not an accidental phenomenon. In today's society, the sub- 
stance of life is complex and far reaching. The rights and interests of 
any class of people cannot be effectively realized and protected unless 
the most active, most aware, and most representative members of society 
form political parties. Furcher, the recent hundred year's history of our 
country points to the fact that the proletarian class, as well as the 
multitude of the working people, gained victory in their New Democratic 
revolution, socialist revolution, and socialist construction precisely be- 
cause they were led by a political party of the working class, that is, the 
Chinese Communist Party. 


Taking the world into view, one can say that only two classes of people are 
capable of providing leadership in modernization: the bourgeoisie and the 
working class.

Now the political line, ideological line, and organizational line of our 
earty are all correct. But this is not to say that these correct lines will 
11) be completely followed through in due course. We must admit that be- 
suse of the existence of the poise .ous current of the extreme lefttist, 
the influence of feudalist consciousness, capitalist thought and small- 
ecale production mentality, the fact that some of our party cadres and 
members are below par with regard to their knowledge of Marzism and that 
chev lack sefentific and cultural knowledge--resistance to carrying out the 
orrect line of the Party Central is still quite strong.

lo ingure complete execution of the party's political line, all party organ 
fsations muet also constant!v fomtitarize themselves with the conditions of 
party cadres, strengthen cadres' education and training and promptly recom- 
mend those who carry on the party line, who have real ability and learning, 
who are young and strong to assume leadership positions. At the same time, 
the’ must reorganize, when necessary, those who are unfit for leadership 
resonsibilities and sincerely help these cadres to improve themselves.

gare of four’ will be tried soon and the trial of the gang is a 
matter of the Ministry of Justice. As for how the "gang of four” will 
be tried, the NPC has a say in the matter. The trial of such a delicate 

ase is a matter of primary importance in our country. The opinions 
NPC can at least be presented to the Supreme People's Court for 
reference. Leaders of the Supreme People's Court are also elected by 
the People's Congress. The NPC is the highest organ of state power 

and the supreme court is in charge of judicial work. Just as the State 
Council which manages administrative work, the supreme court should 
alse hold itself responsible to the NPC. 


Of course, even the NPC is not allowed to decide the case before the 
trial is conducted. Nobody should conclude that the "gang of four” 
will not be sentenced to death and so forth. At the recent NPC 
session, some people criticized Hua Guofeng, saying that he should not 
announce the “eang of four" will not be sentenced to death before the 
trial has even started.

greater responsibility. The problem of the military commission was 
reportedly not discussed at length at the recent NPC session. It is 
obvious that the duties and responsibilities of the Ministry of Defense 
will set be enormously changed at least at the present moment. 
Yang Dezhi and Li Desheng are the most popular candidates for the post 
of defense minister. However, Yang Dezhi is chief of general staff 
and concurrently a secretary of the Secretariat of the CCP Central 
Committee. According to the principle of differentiating the work and 
responsibility between the government and party and preventing the 
holding of too many posts concurrently by one person, the possibility 
of his being appointed the defense minister is not great. 


Will other ministers be changed? This is a possibility. At least some 
vice ministers will be relieved of their posts. For example, after 
Vice Minister Li Guocai was criticiced by name and exposed by RENMIN 
SI1BAO, GONGREN RIBAO demanded that he be dismissed from his post. He 
should not be allowed to hold his post anv longer. Another vice 
minister of chemical industry, Yang Yibang, was also criticized at 

the two recent NPC sessions. 


Li Guocai was reportedly protected by a member of the State Economic 
Commission. This person was Vice Premier Kang Shien who received a 
demerit because of the capsizing of the oil rig "Bohai No 2.”

OPEN REPUDIATION OF MAO ZEDONG CALLED FOR

_Text) Speaking at a party Central Committee work conference earlier 
this year, Vice Chairman Deng Xiaoping said that the rootcause of the 
ideological confusion within the party and the army lay in leadership, 
that is, those leaders who were not persecuted or suffered only a little 
during the Cultural Revolution. He brought up this question again when 
meeting some PLA deputies at the third session of the Fifth NPC. 


facts show that this view expressed by Vice Chairman Deng Xiaoping is 
wrong and its intention is not as simple as we thought. A large number 
of party, government and army leaders have been dismissed from their 
posts in the past few vears, including more than 8,000 cadres of all 
army headquarters, arms and services, military regions and districts, 
military academies and at and above regiment and battalion levels. 
Despite the reshuffles, the ideological problem among the masses of 
cadres has basically remained unsolved and the crisis of confidence 

nas continued. Only a few people have confidence in the principles, 
policies and plans set forth by certain leaders of the party Central 
Committee, its military commission and the State Council. According 
to the estimation made by the party Central Committee's organizational 
work conference held last year, less than 24 percent of people had 
trust for the principles, policies and plans. The third session of the 
Fifth NPC laid bare more problems, which have undoubtedly further 
aggravated the crisis of confidence and caused more ideological confusion. 


At the NPC session, a deputy from Hubei said: Owing to their past 
experience, the masses of people worry that the present situation is fluid 
and the policy may be changed again. Deputies from Anhui and Hunan 
pointed out: Many of the prominent leaders today were vanguards of the 
“great leap forward,” heroes of the anti-rightist struggle and 
opportunists during the Cultural Revolution. They always paraphrase 
Chairman Mao's quotations in their speeches and articles. It is very 
possible that when these people seize the power in future, the policy 

will be changed again. 

















The rootcause of the ideological confusion and crisis of confidence lies 
in the tact that in handling the questions of the party left over from 
nistory and in discussing Mao Zedong’ ontributions and errors, certain 
leaders in the ceutral authorities were motivated by their selfish 
interests and deliberately left some questions unsolved. Because of ¢! 
leaders’ equivocal attitude in handling the questions and constan 
praises for Mao Zedong's Thought and contributions, it is only natural 
that the cadres and masses of people cannot but raise the doubt that 

Mao Zedong's policies will be revived someday. 


As for the "gang of four" and their followers, they merely followed 
Chairman Mao's instructions. The "gang of four" were the successors 
promoted by Chairman Mao personally. He was the spiritual leader and 
backstage boss of the "gang of four." We strongly condemn the "gang of 
four" for [words indistinct] the "great leader." How could the ideologi- 
cal confusions have been avoided? 


Political campaigns--the three red banners, the anti-rightist struggle, 
the rectification campaign and the "Great Cultural Revolution"--which 

were personally launched and led by Chairman Mao after the founding 

of the country, have now been officially negated and repudiated. However, 
their culprit still lies in the memecsial hall and is worshipped by 

people. Such a ridiculous thing could happen only in our party and 
country.
